To the Members of the Senate and House of Representatives:

1 have serious thoughts of 
inducing the good old lady to discharge them altogether and get a 
new set. The only important steps taken in fashionable society since 
the close of the last Congress have been the introduction of the 
Redowa, (pronounced at the fashionable schools Rowdedow) Polka,

THIS Is AN A, 


The sixth note of the scale, the first letter of the alphabet, and the 
indefinite article, in music as well as in mar, for it means almost 
any thing you choose to have it. It is, like most other things, modi- 
fied by accidentals and appears as A natural, A flatand A sharp; and 
it is remarkable that to be natural it is required both to C and G sharp. 
[t is a very common thing to meet with A flat, but A sharp is rarely 
seen, as it is found that to endeavor to be A sharpis exactly the same 
as to B flat. The Italians call A la; which is not very strange, as 
eb! and la! are nearly synonymous; A has not the same position 
in commerce as in music ; fora musical merchant would undoubtedly 
call Beethoven’s Symphony A No. 7, A No. 1. 

ABBREVIATIONS ate made in music by additions to notes, though if 
a man were to make additions to one of John Jacob Astor’s notes he 
would only succeed in abbrev-ating his residence out of Sing Sing. 
To abbreviate a note by removing the signature would be a very 
foolish proceeding. 

A piacere—At pleasure. By this phrase composers permit the 
performer to give the at his own pleasure, which is conse- 
quently the only pleasure generally to be found in the performance, 
AcceLeranpo—Hastening the time. A term much used in Mexi- 
can military music on a retreat. Accelerando is sometimes improperly 
confounded with crescendo, which means increasing in force. The 
Mexicans are any thing but increasing in force during these accele- 
rando movements. 

A Trempo—Means “in time.” Though when a man is in puddin 
time, or comes to time in the ring, or arrives in time for a caiteal 
train, it is hardly proper to say he is a tempo.
